And you people ulio will 
bo paying for wliat will happen, as I will not, will have earned your reward. Freedom 
of the press indeed with such conopota and standards! 

It would have boon much easier and enormously loss costly for me to have just 
paid the judgement. *t will take about three laonths of my Social Security. But I'm 
neither a phony nor a coward and I do care about wliat you people don't really give a 
damn about unless it hurts them and their paymasters personally. 

I am reminded of an earlier case in which, *uuOng others, I approached your 
committee soaking tho filing of an amicus brief. You mi' 1 tlio other phonies didn't 
but despite your abdications I persevered a. id as a result the investigatory files 
exemption was amended 1 'J74. The establishment of which you are part was so pre- 
judiced and so indifferent to the genuine interests of the establishment tliat not a 
word appeared when one determined man, if you recall your J ad:sou, made the
